3.  General  Character  and  Reputation  of  Integrity  and  Honesty. 

The  nominees  w  ill  be  reviewed  by  the  INA  Board  who  w  ill  narrow  the 
nominees  to  three  finalists  (candidates).  A  general  election  w  ill  be  held 
by  the  INA  to  determine  the  final  recipient  from  the  three  finalists. 
Only  INA  members  in  good  standing  will  be  allowed  to  vote  in  the 
general  election.  (Board  members  who  are  nominated  must  abstain 
from  participation  in  the  review  and  consolidation  of  candidates.  They 
do  retain  the  ability  to  cast  their  ballots  in  the  general  election  once  the 
three  finalists  have  been  chosen).

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Coin  Facts 

United  States  Quarter  Dollars 

The  first  United  States  Quarter  Dollars  were  struck  in  1 796,  despite  having 
been  authorized  in  I  792.  Demand  for  the  denomination  was  low  -  in  1 796, 
only  6.146  Quarter  Dollars  were  struck,  then  no  more  were  struck  until 
1 804.  when  the  mintage  was  again  tiny.  The  Draped  Bust  design  was  used 
from  1 796  to  1 807,  with  a  change  in  the  reverse  design  beginning  in  1 804. 
No  Quarter  Dollars  were  struck  from  1808-1814.  Minting  of  the 
denomination  resumed  in  1815,  with  the  introduction  of  the  Capped  Bust 
design.  In  1831,  the  diameter  of  the  Quarter  Dollars  was  reduced  and 
standardized  through  the  use  of  a  close  collar  (a  collar  that  restricted  the 
outward  flow  of  metal  when  the  blank  planchets  were  struck). 

The  Seated  Liberty  design  debuted  in  mid- 1838  and  lasted  until  1891. 
From  1853  to  1855,  arrowheads  were  placed  on  either  side  of  the  date  to 
signify  a  reduction  in  the  weight  of  the  coin.  In  1 866,  the  motto  "IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST"  was  added  to  the  reverse  of  the  Quarter  Dollar.  From  1873 
to  1874,  arrowheads  reappeared  on  the  obverse,  this  time  to  signify  the 
adoption  of  the  metric  system  by  Mint  officials. 

In  1892,  Charles  Barber  created  a  new  design  using  a  head  of  Liberty 
wearing  a  freedman's  cap.  This  became  known  as  the  Barber  type,  one  of 
the  few  American  types  that  took  the  name  of  the  designer,  rather  than  the 
name  of  the  main  design  elements  (other  notable  examples  are  the 
Gobrecht  and  Morgan  Silver  Dollars). 

The  Standing  Liberty  design  appeared  in  1916,  featuring  a  classic  figure  in 
a  long,  flowing  dress,  carrying  a  shield  in  one  hand  and  an  olive  branch  in 
the  other.  In  1916  and  1917,  Liberty  appeared  bare-breasted;  from  1 9 1 7  to 
1930,  she  was  given  cover-up  of  chain  mail. 

A  special  Quarter  Dollar  appeared  in  1932,  commemorating  the  20()th 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  George  Washington.  The  Washington  type 
became  so  popular  that  it  replaced  the  Standing  Liberty  design,  even 
though  the  latter  design  had  not  been  in  place  for  the  statutory  25  year 
minimum.  In  1965,  a  "sandwich"  alloy  of  copper-nickel  layers  around  a 
pure  copper  core  replaced  the  old  90%  silver  alloy.  In  1976,  a  special 
"Drummer  Boy"  reverse  was  created  for  the  bicentennial  of  American 
independence.  In  1999,  the  Mint  began  an  ambitious,  ten  year  program 
intended  to  produce  a  unique  design  for  each  of  the  50  States,  with  five 
new  designs  appearing  each  year.  The  50  States  Quarters  program  is 
credited  with  creating  millions  of  new  coin  collectors.

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Glass  Coin  Shatters...  Expectations

Earlier  this  year  the  only  known  fully  intact  1942  Glass  Cent  sold  at 
auction.  The  coin  was  assigned  a  grade  ot'PCGS  PR64  Red  Brown,  and  it 
realized  $70,500  at  a  Heritage  auction,  shattering  price  expectations.  The 
coin  that  just  sold  at  auction  is  said  to  have  surfaced  from  a  private 
collection.  There  is  one  other  1942  Glass  Cent  known;  however,  that 
example  is  broken  in  half,  making  the  current  example  a  treasure  when  it 
comes  to  U.S.  coinage.  And  the  price  realized  might  someday  end  up  being 
a  real  bargain,  as  not  too  many  collectors  can  ever  say  they  own  an 
authentic  glass  coin. 

The  coins  were  struck  in  a  pivotal  time  in  American  history  -  World  War 
11  was  taking  place  -  and  producing  coins  was  more  than  likely  not  on  the 
top  of  the  Government’s  list  of  priorities.  Despite  the  ongoing  war,  the 
Mint  still  decided  to  experiment  with  other  metals  to  replace  the  mostly 
copper  1  -cent  coin,  as  it  was  in  dire  need  of  copper  for  ammunition  for  the 
ongoing  war.  As  a  result,  the  Mint  struck  several  coins  in  1942  that  were 
composed  of  different  alloys. 

The  Mint  also  invited  different  entities  to  experiment  with  other  metals  to 
try  and  find  an  alternative  metal  to  replace  the  mostly  copper  cents.  One  of 
the  companies  that  accepted  the  invitation  was  none  other  than  the  Blue 
Ridge  Glass  Company  from  Kingsport,  Tennessee.  The  company  produced 
at  least  two  examples  of  the  Experimental  1942  Glass  Cent.  There  is  no 
reliable  data  indicating  how  many  examples  were  actually  produced,  and 
for  now,  the  coins  are  currently  considered  exceedingly  rare.  The  only 
intact  1942  Experimental  Glass  Cent  is  accentuated  by  a  yellow  amber 
appearance  and  remnants  of  the  reverse  design  can  be  seen  through  the 
obverse,  and  vise  versa,  since  it  is  made  of  glass.  The  coin  also  has 
irregular  glass  flow  patterns,  including  some  microscopic-looking  cracks, 
also  a  result  of  its  glass  construction.  The  edge  of  the  coins  was  manually 
smoothed;  therefore,  these  coins  can  have  different  weights.  The  coins  were 
believed  to  be  struck  with  coin  dies  at  room  temperature,  while  the  glass 
planchets  were  heated,  creating  a  fairly  weak  detailed  design  compared  to 
other  metal  coins  struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint.  Weakness  is  especially  seen  on 
the  letter  "E"  of  Liberty  and  the  "J"  in  Justice.  The  obverse  of  the  1942 
Experimental  Glass  Cent  has  a  similar  bust  obverse  to  that  of  the 
Columbian  2  Centavos.  On  the  other  hand,  the  reverse  has  a  wreath  and  the 
words  "United  States  Mint"  towards  the  center  of  the  design, 
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and  it  is  very  similar  to  the  Washington  Medalet  (Baker  1955)  eoin  design 
Other  experimental  alloys  exist  for  1942  Cents,  including  plastic,  rubber, 
aluminum,  brass,  zinc,  Bakelite  and  other  compositions.  In  the  end.  the  l  S 
Mint  decided  to  use  zinc-coated  steel  cents  for  the  1943  Lincoln  Cents. 
Between  the  three  mints,  Philadelphia,  Denver  and  San  Francisco,  over  1 
billion  examples  were  struck.  This  makes  the  coins  very  common,  unless 
they  are  varieties,  errors  or  are  in  very  high  grades  of  MS6S  or  higher. 
Otherwise,  almost  anyone  can  afford  a  1943  steel  cent. 

It's  always  fascinating  when  a  very  special  coin  takes  you  back  in  time  and 
reminds  you  of  some  of  the  most  significant  moments  in  history.  And  the 
Experimental  Glass  1942  Cent  is  definitely  one  of  these  coins.  Below  are 
images  of  some  of  the  different  metal  alloys  that  the  Mint  used  in  1942 
while  experimenting  with  different  eoin  compositions

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Altering  One  <»t'  America's  favorite  Coins 
the  1877  Indian  Head  Cent 

Mike  Sargent 

With  the  proliferation  of  counterfeit  coins  we  are  now  experiencing, 
especially  from  China,  PCGS  has  been  at  the  forefront  of  countering  the 
threat  counterfeiting  brings  to  collectors  and  the  coin  industry. 

PCGS  graders  have  always  been  taught  how  to  detect  counterfeit  coins,  and 
Mike  Sargent  is  one  of  the  leading  experts  in  this  challenging  facet  of  coin 
authentication.  In  this  article,  Mike  takes  a  close  look  at  one  of  America's 
favorite  collector  coins  -  the  elusive  1877  Indian  Head  cent  which 
unfortunately,  is  one  of  the  most  likely  coins  to  be  faked.  Mike  will 
pinpoint  the  difference  between  the  genuine  article  and  altered  versions. 

It  always  helps  to  know  the  characteristics  of  a  genuine  coin  whenever  you 
start  talking  about  counterfeits.  With  the  1877  Indian  Head  cent,  the  most 
important  diagnostic  feature  appears  on  the  reverse.  On  a  genuine  coin,  the 
bottom  right  of  the  N  in  ONE  and  the  top  left  of  the  N  in  CENT  should  be 
much  weaker  than  the  rest  of  the  denomination.  The  only  set  of  dies  used 
on  mint  state  coins  issued  for  general  circulation  in  1877  has  this  distinct 
characteristic.  Proof  1877  Indian  Head  cents  were  struck  from  dies  with 
strong  lettering  in  these  same  areas. 

Some  specialists  believe  that  as  many  as  10%  of  all  mint  state  1877  Indian 
Head  cents  were  struck  from  this  set  of  proof  dies  after  the  mint  was 
finished  producing  proofs.  I  do  not  subscribe  to  this  theory.  I  believe  that 
the  few  specimens  I  have  seen  to  date  are  more  likely  proof  coins  that 
entered  into  circulation. 

PCGS  has  certified  more  than  2.000  1877  Indian  Head  cents  and  I  have 
personally  inspected  more  than  half  of  them.  Out  of  all  those  coins.  I  have 
seen  no  more  than  a  dozen  pieces  that  were  genuine  with  strong  Ns. 
Compare  this  quantity  to  other  proof-only  series  such  as  Trade  dollars  from 
1879-1883  and  the  percentage  of  impaired  proofs  is  similar  to  the 
percentage  of  circulated,  strong  N  1877  Indian  cents. 

All  other  dates  from  the  1870s  have  strong  letters  across  the  entire 
denomination  and  thus  arc  a  giveaway  when  a  counterfeiter  tries  to  alter  a 
different  date  to  an  1 877.  The  date  that  seems  to  be  altered  most  frequenth 
is  1879,  where  the  last  9  is  changed  to  resemble  a  7.  Sonic  altered  is"'' 
have  both  7s  altered  in  a  hopeful  attempt  to  make  them  match. 
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How  ever,  close  examination  of  the  date  area  on  these  altered  coins 
reveals  tooling  defects  caused  by  displaced  metal. 

On  the  counterfeit  coin  presented  here,  note  that  the  bottom  of  the  serif 
on  the  second  7  is  not  squared  off  like  the  first.  Both  7s  on  the  genuine 
coin  have  squared-off  serifs.  There  is  also  a  slight  discrepancy  with  the 
back,  sloping  side  of  the  two  7s.  This  altered  coin  actually  is  much  better 
than  most  counterfeit  1877  cents,  because  of  how  difficult  it  is  to 
accurately  duplicate  genuine  numbers  this  closely.
